Early last week Charles 
Gilbert, business manager for 
the Santa Cruz campus tele- 
Phoned the central offices of 
the Slater Food Service to in-_ 
fous discussion taking place 
concerning the possible cane 
cellation of the Slater food 
contract. 


Friday four supervisors 
from Slater Foods came down 
to Santa Cruz. Included in 
the four was James Gibney, 
regional operations manager 
and vice president of Slater. 
Gibney and the other three 
supervisors met with Gilbert, 
the senior preceptors from the 
three colleges, and students 
representing the individual 
college food committees. 
Gilbert then explained to Gibe 
ney that he, as well as othe 
ers, had noticed a marked drop 
in food quality the past three 
weeks. 


Gibney, first of all apol- 
ogized for Slater foods. He 
stated further that if the 
food did not improve within 
thirty days he could person- 
ally cancel the contract with- 
in 24 hours notice. The Univ- 
ersity may at any time cancel 
the contract within thirty 
days notice. There isnothir- 
ty day option which once 
passed can not be invoked. 

Gibney further went on to 
say that Slater is the largest 
food service in the United 
States serving 250 colleges. 
Unfortunately, commented 
Gibney, Slater did not recoge- 
nize the unique problems ser- 
ving a campus like Santa Cruz 
involved. We, mistakingly 
thought, said Gibney that we

Santa Cruz was one of the thriving beach 
communities in California, but this is only 
from the end of June to Labor Day. For 


the rest of the year, Santa ‘Cruz wasa 
sleepy little community, But this has changed. 
Santa Cruz still is a beach community in 
the summer but, whether the local residents 
like it or not, during the winter this isa 
College Town. It may be a College Town 
with only a few collegians now, but in years 
to come there will be practically as many 
students at the University as there are per- 
manent residents in the community. 


Statistically this may be the case, but 
realistically the residents of Santa Cruz 
have failed to realize this. 
are still treated as some sort of alien ele- 
ment when they venture into town. Some 
stores, instead of courting the students’ 
dollar, prefer to snub the students and con- 
tinue with their traditional trade. The mer- 
chants solicit the tourists’ money in the 
summer; why not the students’ in the winter?

Another complaint rasied 
at the meeting concerned the 
treatment of some students 
who had attempted to commune 
icate suggestions for improv- 
ment. One girlcommented 
that she felt that she had not 
been treated with respect. 
Gibney replied that under no 
circumstances could such an 
attitude be tolerated, Gibney 
again apologizing for Slater 
assured those assembled that 
this would not happen again. 


In addition to the various 
complaints that were raised 
during the meeting, it was 
pointed out that ih spite of 
the complaints the relations 
between the Slater staff and 
the students was considerably 
better that last year’s relate 
fons with the Saga company. 
Gibney replied that he was 
happy to hear this. The meet- 
ing closed with further apole 
ogies from Gibney on behalf 
of Slater and with a promise 
for immediate improvement. 


The meeting was significant 
in that it showed a willing- 
ness on the part of Slater 
to listen and to accept the 
blame for any negligence. 

The students on the other 


hand must be willing to ace 


cept the sincerity of Slater 
in their attempts to improve 
food conditions , and must 
continue to criticize const- 
ructively. Any student who 
has a complaint or a suggeste- 
ion should make an effort to 
see a member of the food 
committee within his collegee. 
Slate for its part has stated 
its willingness to conside 
new suggestions and to take 
the blame for mistakes. Its 
sincerity in trying to correct 
these mistakes should not be 
dismissed lightly by the UC 
community,

Last Monday, at the first 
social science colloquium for 
1967-68, the featured guest 
was William Muir, Jr.. Dr. 
Muir has a J.D, and is a 
wall street lawyer as well as 
having a doctorate in political 
science. His published works 
include ‘‘Defending the Hill’’ 
and ‘‘Prayer in the Public 
Schools’’--a study of law and 
public attitude changes. 


The general topic for dis- 
cussion was ‘‘Social Behavior 
and the Dynamics of Change.’’ 
At the outset, Dr, Muir made 
some clarifications and dee 
finitions. For example, he re- 
solved a question pertaining 
to the role of the political 
scientist, namely, ‘‘Can a re- 
searcher uncover what a good 
reporter hasn’t??? According 
to Dr. Muir, the answer is 
based on how the information 
is used. The reporter relates 
what happens, while the pol- 
itical scientist who views the 
same material attempts to ex- 
plain why other things did not 
happen. For example, while 
a reporter would explain why 
a school teacher complied 
with the Supreme Court de- 
cision on public prayer, a 
political scientist would ate 
tempt to explain why the teach- 
er did not rebel against the 
decision. 


Dr. Muir then discussed 
the methods for determining 
social change. In terms of 
charting judicial behavior or 
change, he stated two ap- 
proaches that had been used. 
The first was a numbers ap- 
proach, where points from

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judicial decisions wereas- 
signed quantitative values, and 
change could be measured on 
a numerical basis, Another 
method, the ‘impact method”? , 
was based more on field work 
--the interviewing of judges 
at certain instances in given 
amount of time--and was con- 
cerned with the impact of jude 
icial decisions on society, and 
vice-versa, 


In a question-and-answer 
period that followed Dr. Mue 
ir’s prepared statements, the 
following points arose. The 
points that theories were too 
often oversimplified was br- 
ought up. Dr. Muir responded 
that although many times this 
was the case, theories really 
functioned as the tools which 
made more perceptive inter- 
rogation possible. As a re- 
sult, although events fore- 
casted by a certain theory 
Iray be erroneous, an appro- 
priate question suggested by 
the theory could be asked, 
and necessary changes might 
be made. (e.g. if the pre- 
diction of a depression was 
based on a continuance of 
inadeque governmental ap- 
ending, government spending 
could be increased and the 
depression avoided -- there- 
fore though the theory was 
disproved, points of the the- 
ory suggested change.) As a 
side note, Dr. Muir suggested 
that good preparation for law 
school during the undergrad- 
uate years should include 
some attempted creative ex- 
perience in a fteld in which 
one is interested, as well as 
some understanding of human 
activities in the field that 
one enjoys.

probes deep into our governe- 
mental system and raises se- 
veral interesting questions a- 
bout the nature of our system, 
the protest movement, andthe 
conflict between the two. Can 
the protest movement achieve 
its objectives? If so, what 
changes will be imposed on our 
governmental system, andare 
those in the protest movement 
fully cognizant of the implica- 
tions of the changes they seek? 

The origins of the Draft 
Protest appear to be several, 
and intertwined. One source 
is a disagreement with the di- 
rection and manipulation of 
our foreign policy. Do we 
have a right to be involved in 
Viet Nam, particularly at our 
present level of escalation? 
What are we even doing in Asia 
in the first place? Is the 
Administration genuinely 
striving to resolve the con- 
flict? Why are we killing 
people and being killed? Ano- 
ther source of protest is less 
lofty but equally, if not more, 
motivating, namely the desire 
not to get zapped. The come 
bination of these feelings with 
the intransigency of govern- 
ment policy has createda con- 
dition of frustration and even 
fear among those opposing the 
war. The frustration stems 
from the static position of the 
government. The fear arises 
from the realization of the tre- 
mendous coercive power pos- 
sessed by our ‘‘democratic”’ 
government. It is that power 
which sustains the war effort 
through compulsive military 
service, and is this coercion 
consistent with our ideals of 
“Life, Liberty, and the Pure 
suit of Happiness’’? Certain- 
ly no one calls the VC ‘‘hap- 
piness.”’ 

A basic andnecessary power 
of any sovereign state is the 
power of compulsion. This 
power is essential to the sure 
vival and regulation of the 
state. Is the Federal Governe- 
ment sovereign? According 
to accepted legal tradition 
dating back to Marshall, the 
National Government is so- 
vereign, over the States. The 
Civil War settled that issue. 
However, to what degree is the 
National Government so- 
vereign over the people? Ree 
verting to Marshall, he 
claimed that sovereignty 
rested with the people, and that 
they gave sovereignty to the 
National. Government. The 
question that this brings forth 
is; Can the people withdraw 
some of their sovereignty 
from the Federal Goverment? 
In this case, can the people 
deny the government con- 
scription as a means of levy= 
ing an army? Is conscription 
‘necessary and proper’? to 
levy an army? Cannot the 
people as well as the courts 
determine the intent and 
meaning of the Constitution? 
Eliminating conscription 
would limit but not end the 
compulsive power of the Nae 
tional Government. It would 
however, change the composite 
tion of our military establish- 
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pability, diminishing both for a 
while anyway. As I see it, 
that is the end sought in the 
Draft Protest. 

Does the Anti-Draft Movee 
ment have the ability to suc- 
ceed? Assume a sustained, 
national boycott of the Draft, 
perhaps 75% effective, andthe 
result would be obviously a lot 
of people in jail. But for how 
many people is there space in 
jail? Facing such massive 
resistance, the Federal Gove 
erment would have to change, 
probably by either elections 
or institutional change or both, 
Perhaps the resultant turmoil 
of the resistance would even 
produce a radical change in 
our institutions instead of ale 
tering the Draft and/or the 
Administration. If people 
would rather serve time in 
prison than in the military, 
then readjustment is inevita- 
ble, and this would vindicate 
the protest Movement, 

If the people can restrict 
the scope of government, as 
the Protest Movement seeks 
to do, where does the 
road lead? Limiting the Fed-— 
eral Hydra will allow more 
individual freedom, but does 
not the idea of popular soe 
vereignty also allow a decen- 
tralization of the power struce 
ture? Will this lead to anar- 
chy and disunion? The pre- 
cedent of divided sovereignty 
is the Civil War. Is that the 
road we are treading down?

Mass Hysteria’ will not 
stop there. It is willing to 
cross frontiers previously un- 
crossed. It will continue to 
bring new and exciting events 
to U.C.S.C, All this will hap- 
pen, and more, if prople seem 
interested. So. come one, (and 
to finish the rallying cry) 
come all, to the hysteria on 
the 28th, and show Mass Hys- 
teria that it is loved. It could 
use the attention. 
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home we’ll have to buy off 
the blacks. I think the Pov- 
erty Program has been a de- 
monstrable farce, partly bec- 
ause of the fools who run it. 
Well, I’ve met a lot of pretty 
reasonable men, Negroes, in the 
army. One from Detroit who is 
quite worried about his mother. 
I’ve even begun to like some 
soul-music. With my backgr- 


.ound of prejudice that’s a pa- 


ir step. I lapse into a resere 
voir of disgust when I think of 
returning home to the same 
bit of not being able to walk 
around freely for fear of sn- 
ipers. I think the problem is 
dearly racial and I don’t think 
welfare is any solution. The 
idea of everything now as a 
demand doesn’t foster integra- 
tion, which is a process of 
time. You can change laws 
but you cannot change history 
which seems to be what we 
are suffering from. History has 
inertia. To fight the inertia 
is only to commit violence. 
I hope that doesn®t sound like a 
platitude. Because existentia- 
lly every Negro is a man and 
as far as I’m concerned resp- 
onsible for himself. If he is 
a looter I’d shoot him down. 
If he is a revolutionist I'd 
examine his program. But I 
don’t think the Negroes them- 
selves know what they want, 
ha! unless it’s to be white. 
If that is so they are fools. 


The 4th of the 7th contin- 
ues to operate in the vicinity 
of the divisional base camp. 
The various companies are in- 
volved in road and bridge se- 
curing operations alternation 
with search and destroy miss- 
fons. The area is relatively 
secure but from time to time 
VC are spotted by helicopters 
and units are dispatched to hu- 
nt them down. Unlike our pre- 
vious area of operation, Au 
Khe is surrounded by friendly 
villages and hamlets, There- 
fore our targets must be pos- 
itively identified before we can 
bring fire upon them, 

BINH BOM 

That is not the case in the 
Binh Bom valley which is an 
open fire zone. That means, 
in effect, that GIs are allowed 
to fire on anything that moves, 
other GIs excepted. It is a pre 
actical policy in war in which 
the first man to shoot is the 
winner. The fact that such a 
policy has unhappy results in 
the case of innocents such as 
12 year old children is, of 
course, unfortunate. 


The Binh Bom has long been 
a seat of Viet Cong activity. 
The VC in fact controlled the 
area until last February. At 
that time the Ist Cavalry Di- 
vision in conjunction with ARVN 
(Army of the Republic of Viet 
Nom) began operation Perish- 
ing, one of the largest and lo- 
ngest operations of the war, 
Initial sweeps through the val- 
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ley met with heavy viet Cong 
and NVA (North Vietnamese 
Army) resistance, even in the 
form of pitched battles. After 
several months the VCwere dr- 
iven into the surrounding hills, 
But they continued to get sup- 
port from sympathizers living 
in the valley. 


The solution at which the 
Allies arrived was to evacuate 
the valley. This project took 
another month. Supposedly the 
complete civilian population 
was taken out and relocated. 
Leaflets were dropped from 
airplanes telling how the val- 
ley was to become a battle- 
field thus encouraging the peo- 
ple to leave. The leaflets sh- 
owed pictures of bombers and 
on the back side have an ex- 
planation in Vietnamese. But 
there is considerable doubt in 
my mind that the Montaignards 
who live in the hills could 
understand these leaflets. They 
certainly cannot read Anamese 
and I doubt that they are so- 
phisticated enough to recognize 
a picture of.a B-52 bomber 
or make the necessary conne- 


ctions,. HE L L 


But I have no doubt at all 
that the Montaignards did ev- 
entually make the connections. 
After the valley was evacuat- 
ed, supposedly only the VC 
and their sympathizers rema- 
ined. Then the hell was bom- 
bed out of Binh Bom. The 
valley and the hills are pocked 
with bomb craters of varying 
size. I myself have seen cr- 
aters 30 yards in diameter and 
20 feet deep. 


In the meantime the Am- 
ericans began constructing La- 
nding Zones at various places 
on the rim of the valley. (The 
es€ LZs are mainly artillery 
positions as jump-off points for 
helicopters assaults into the va- 
lley and as supply bases. 

The Binh Bom must. have 
once been a beautiful, produc- 
tive valley, almost arcadian, 
with numerous small hamlets 
and one village of perhaps 5, 
000 persons. The valley flood 
was covered with rice paddies 
watered from the Binh Bom 
river, and coconut groves, pin- 
apple patches, orangetrees, etc, 
But no longer. The place is 
gutted. The villages are sacked 
and burned, blown up and bu- 
llet-ridden. The orchards are 
dead, the river muddy, the ri- 
ce paddies dry and brown or 
else stinking swamps =- large 
areas in the hills have been 
sprayed by air with defolia- 
ging agents. Yet the enemy st- 
ill remains obscured because 


the leaves have dried on the : 


trees. The trees are not de- 
nuded as anticipated. And to 
my biological sensitivities the 
defoliating attempt has been no, 
fess than an ecological trav-| 
esty. 

During the day the valley 
is deserted except for Americ- 
an troops. The VC come down 
at night to scavange for food 
We have ambushed numerous 
small parties of food gather- 
ers carrying meager supplies 
of bad rice, bananas, pineapp- 
les, and coconuts. We have 
also ambushed similar Mtontaf- 
gnard parties. 

In every Montaignard villa- 
ge we go into we find many 
bunkers, burn the hootches yand 
kill whatever livestock we can 
find - pigs, chickens, water-- 
buffalo. The Montaignards are 
a plightful people. They are, 
persecuted by the Anamese or. 
true Vietnamese. ARUN sold- 
jlers have boasted to me of 
shooting down Montaignard chi- 
ldren. The VC evidently exp- 
loit them in their war effort, 
But I have seen no evidence 
that the Montaignards have any 
political sympathies at all, de- 
Siring only to retire and. live 
secretively from the war are 
ound them. They are a proud 
people but primitive. We find 
crossbows and crude bamboo 
animal traps in all the ville 
ages, 

In a final effort to deny the 
Binh Bom valley to the VC 
as a source of supply, Amer- 
ican engineer units are buldoz- 
ing the valley floor, turning 
under villages and canals, Cue 
tting down the trees that re- 
main. Before returning to A- 
ukhe it was the job of the 
4th of the 7th to secure the 
engineers. It might be added 
that during that operation we

The Binh Bom shall always 
stick in my mind as the de- 
solation of war. It is a maior 
rocosm of the issues, 
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
